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‘That there’ would be troublous 
“times ahead caused by the relief pay- 
“ments now given in these troublous 
times, was one of the terse remarks 
made by Hon. R. G. Reid, Provincial 
“Terasurer, at a Board of Trade lunch- 
eon here in the Driard hotel on Mon- 
day evening. The Hon. 0. L. Me- 
Pherson, Minister of Public Works, 
-was also a guest speaker on this oc- 
easion. Mr. Reid expressed the opin- 
ion that we aré coming to the end of 
the depresion. It is true that it has 
“been the worst depression in the 
memory of those now alive, and it 
wil) be remembered in all probabiity 
as one of the worst depressions in 
‘history. But it is good to see that 
around Wetaskiwin there is a marked 
spirit of optimism prevailing. This 
district has not borne the force of the 
shock that has hit many other paris 
of the Province. Basic commodities 
‘have sunk to the lowest level we have 
ever seen. There is justified optim- 
ism however, ‘and the wave of pros- 
perity will soon again sweep across 
the province of Alberta. The Min- 
ister concluded by referring to the 
marked and steady increase in the 
price of wheat, the chief commodity 
of Alberta. Its price is marching 
steadily upward, and on that one 
thing he based his conclusion that 
‘We are now headed once again for 
normal times and prosperity. 

Hion. O. L. MacPherson was also 
‘very optimistic in his brief remarks. 
He said the hard times have been 
fad enough but he thought that they 
Thave not been nearly as bad as the 
spirit of depression which has! hit 
‘other parts of the provinces, and the 
eastern part of Canada. We have 
‘been maligned in the past few years 
for our western optimism, but he 
believed that the east could use a 
goodly portion of the same spirit to- 
day. It would be very much better for 
the Dominion if the western spirit 
prevailed to a greater extent in the 
east, and in fact there would not. have 
‘been a west, if it had got been for 
the western optimism. He had never 
cwavered | in. his. faith that .we. 


S“goming - back ‘to ‘better: “times, “and: 


that there would (be no breaking down 
-of civilization as has been threatened: 
by Communists and others. The 
Wetaskiwin district has not felt the 
pinch as much as many districts in 
the west, and referred to a few of the 
hardships in other parts of the Prov- 
ince. 

Speaking of road development, the 
Minister of Public Works stated that 
there was a great deal of activity 
throughout the Province and during 
the last month much more dirt was 
moved than ever before hy nyany 
thousands of yards, and “tf the 
weather continues favorable for an- 
other couple of weeks, the Govern- 
ment relief program will be pretty 
well completed. The work around 
‘Wetaskiwin was not given a very ear- 
ly start but was progerssing well, and 
there was now every prospect that the 
‘people could travel by gravel to 
Pigeon Lake next summer. In con- 
‘clusion, the Minister intimated it 
would now be more difficult to have 
mew road whrk commenced, under 
the relief plan, as it was now realized 
that the Dominion and Provincial 
‘governments had expended vast sums 
‘of money land those inauthority deem- 
ed it time to go very cautiously. 

The occasion of the meeting was 
the practical completion of the grad- 
ing on the Wetaskiwin-Pigeon Lake 
highway, and all those connected with 
the project were complimented upon 
the fact that the gravelling of the 
Pigeon Lake highway would soon fhe 
accomplished.

‘dresses were Ald. H. R. French, who. 
on behalf of Mayor Howatt, welcom- 
ed the Ministers to the City; J. B. 
Fraser, President of the Kiwanis 
Club, H. Arnold, Reeve of the Munic- 
ipal District of Bigstone, Richard 
Ballhorn, Reeve of the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Montgomery, H. J. Montgom- 
ery, M.L.A., and Ald.

ALBERTA WILL GAIN 
' MILLIONS BY WHEAT RISE 


Ottawa, Oct, 29.—Western farmers: 
will benefit to the extent of $8,000,- 
000 or $10,000,000 as a result of Oc- 
tober advances in wheat prices, ac- 
cording to a rough estimiate made by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
The bureau estimates that the in- 
creased prices may add from $25,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000 to the value of 
wheat stocks held in all positions in 
Canada, 

In a statement prepared for Hon. 
H. H. Stevens, minister of trade and 
commerce, the bureau gives the cash 
closing prices of wheat at Winnipeg 
on October 1 and on October 21. 

It is on the basis of this com- 
parison that the bureau estimates at 
mote than $8,000,000 the benefit to 
western farmers of advancing wheat 
prices.

ATTEMPT TO WRECK TRAIN 


Pleading guilty to a charge of plac- 
ing an obstruction across the C.P.R. 
rails near Gwynne Monday night of 
last week, in an attempt to wreck a 
train, Gustave Zilke, farm hand, was 
sentenced to a year in jail by Police 
Magistrate Angus Thursday after-

Prompt action on the part of W. 
G. Deitz, engineer, saved the train 
from being wrecked, the brakes be- 
ing applied in time to avoid a smash, 
although the tie was pushed along the 
track for about 75 yards. 

Zilke’s hunger was partly  instru- 
mental in sending him to jail. The 
laccused, resting after the work of 
placing the tie on the track, munch- 
ed away at a biscuit for a moment 
and threw part of it away. 

BH. W. Florendine of the C.P.R. in- 
vestigajtiion dephrtment, jand| Con- 
stable Crouch of the Alberta pro- 
vincial police, found the biscuit when 
they visited the point where the tie 
had been placed. Investigation re- 
vealed that biscuits of that nature 
had been sold to a man a few hours 
before at a Bittern Lake store. 


Footprints were followed along the 
track for five miles and Zilke was 
located on a farm where he was work- 
ing. He was taken to Wetaskiwin 
and his shoes were taken to the point 
where the biscuit was found. The 
shoes were found to correspond with 
the prints. 

Confronted with ‘this information 
ahd the biscuit, which police es- 
tablished had been sold to Zilke, 
the accused confessed to the crime 
and pleaded guilty. He was also 
sentenced to 30 days for an infrac- 
tion of the game act, the terms to

‘amounts of No. 1 then the millers on 
the world markets will not pay much 
of a premium for this grade over a 
No. 3. If on the other hand Canada 
has a relatively low-grade crop, and 
scarcity of No. 1, then the millers 
tend to bid strongly for No. 1, which 
gives a premium to that grade higher 
than usual, ; 

Canadian wheat is not used abroad 
to make a whole loaf. It is used to 
blend the lower quality cheaper 
wheats ; of other ; countries. Should 
the wheats from Other ‘countries be 
of high quality, which does happen, 
then for blending purposes No. 3 
wheat may ‘tbe good enough, and ihe 
miller will not offer much of a prem- 
ium for our No. 1.

100 ALBERTA HORSES. 
TO BE DRIVEN 900 MILES 


One of the longest treks ever un- 
dertaken by a herd of horses, 100 
animals have been driven from Milk 
River, south of Lethbridge, to Ed- 
monton, and are now proceeding on 
their way to Peace River. 

The undertaking, said old-timers, 
was probably unique in the history 
of Alberta. They expressed surprise 
that in the hundreds of miles covered 
before the herd reached Edmonton, 
only two horses had been lost. 

Four cowboys are in charge of the | 
horses. They are employed on the 
ranch of William Bye, Milk River. | 
The horses are being taken to a large 
ranch in the Peace River. 

The long trek, which will total al- 
imost 900 miles when completed, 
started at Milk River, October 12. 
Despite the fact that they have used 
highways but little and have largely 
made their way northwards through 
grazing lands, the cowboys declared 
that fast time was being made. They 
hoped to get the herd in safety to the! 
Peace River district before the way 
was blocked with snow.

It is quite common for oats to have 
large pink, pollen spots beneath the 
front (bosom shield, These are nat- 
ural deposits which have accumulat- 
ed after the flowering stage of the 
seed. They cannot be removed. They 
are not objectionable. 

These disadvantages of over-finish- 
ing and polishing, while perhaps not 
immediately detected at the time of 
processing, are so many that every 


new exhibitor should abstain 


seed for this purpose. When the ex- 
periment is complete set the seeds to 
one side for a while and take time to 
expect results. In many cases the 
writer found no apparent change un- 
til the cool of winter turned into the 
drying warmth of summertime. 

The coating may, through over- 
work, develop “blisters” which affect 
color and vitality, and by the slow 
loosening and raising of, the skin, 
cause a.reduction in the weight per 
bushel measure. The end of oats es- 
pecially begin to curl and “mush- 
room.” The bosom front splits along 
the sides and exposes the germ seed 
underneath. This creates greater air 
space and where once the weight per 
bushel was heavy it gradually be- 
comes less, 

Vitality is weakened. This is es- 
pecially detrimental at seeding time, 
if the natural, protective covering has 
deen tampered with to such an extent 
that it is of véry little value to shield 
the precious seed against adverse 
moisture. or soil, or temperature, or 
disease, or insect attacks. It is com- 
parative to exposing a child to the 
severe 
clothing.

’ Assuming that the World Show 
sample has passed the scrutinizing 
eye of the hand picker and is com- 
plete in every way, suppose we 
journey with the writer through 
some of the simple and safe, natural 
processes of finishing off, taking the 
different kinds of seeds in order of 
their relative importance. 

Wheat: Place the sample in large 
cotton sacks—about one-third full— 
slide and shake in an end to end mo- 
tion, about thirty changs to the min- 
ute, for about three to five minutes 
at a time. Then rest the sample an 
equal length of time by flattening it 
out. This rest insures against a rise 
in temperature due to friction. Keep |4 
this up until one “notices a shorten- 
ing of the brush end of the kernel. 
The process is over done when the 
brush end is completely removed. 
Wheat should increase in weight 
about one and one half pounds per 
bushel and take on «a lustrous shine. 

Oats: Put only about half the 
amount in the sack as for wheat. 
Use the same process. Watch them 
very, very carefully, and when the 
slightest sign of splitting the bosom 
shield begins to show, stop. Clean out 
the dust and look them over again, 
and by a quick hand picking method 
remove any signs of damage, because 
there always wil be damage done if 
oats are moved ajbout in excess. 
Oats should become very slick, and 
shoul] increase at least the same as 
Wheat in weight. Caution:

oats, such as Early Alaska, can stand 
only a very slight finishing process. 
Barley: Handle exactly as oats but 
because of the tougher hull and 


awms, the process may be made more 
vigorous and extended. 

Rye: The delicate coating of bloom 
on this seed cannot withstand any 
processing whatsoever. The sample 
should retain its silky, velvety  ap- 
pearance, and this can only be done 
by working it as little as possible,

Alfalfa: Just slide the tiny, hard 
alfalfa seeds in a sack in the same 
manner as wheat. There is not much 
danger of damaging a sound sample. 
Sweet clover is treated in the same 
manner, 

Timothy, This seed should be very 
carefully handled so as not to remove 
the hull. The “sack” method has 2 
pone toward too much pressure. 
little movement in a pail or a jar, 
and a thorough removal of dust, is 
about all that requires to be done to 
add a half a “pound to the weight and 
inerease the smoothness safely. 


Flax, Nothing beyond a shake up 
and “airing” can improve the oily 
shine of flax. 

Peas and Beans: Peas and beans 
will take on a tremendous shine when 
simply placed ina sack and rolled 
around on the floor and table. 


By reasonably applying one or oth- 
er of the albove suggested methods 
one may finish off every kind of seed 
included in the World's Show prize 
list. 

By all means forget the idea that 
is any chemical, or some con- 
cocted means of procedure, to im- 
prove the color of different seeds, es- 
pecially oats or barley. There is noth- 
ing to compare with the lasting, and 
true, and clean, resuits which one 
gets by simple, natural ways.

Final advice: Leave a_ beautiful 
sample alone at finishing time, un- 
less tested and tried experience has 
taught the proper thing to do for 
betterment, With np exception, 
grain show judges look with favor up- 
on, and give very careful considera- 
tion to, any beautiful sample which 
has not heen overdone. 


Before one contemplates showing 
an aged, “carry-over” sample in the 
World's Grain Show, be sure to make 
certain that the germination and vi- 
tality has not been appreciably weak- 
ened. What will keep for many years 
in a cool dry place where the air is 
not changeable. The writer has nev- 
er been associated with the growing 
of Egyptian wheat taken from King 
Tut’s tomb, but he has grown wheat 
from seeds that were sixteen years 
old and could detect no difference in 
their vitality compared to that of 
fresh ones. Oats were o.k. at six 
years. Barley, however, showed a 
weakness after three years. 

Seeds that are carried over without 
being handled much, or hetter still 
if not yet prepared for the show, will 
make a much better appearance than 
those which have seen the light of 
day under many changes of atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

From observation the writer is 
firmly of the opinion that the less a 
mass of carry-over séed had been dis- 
turbed, when stored under favorable, 
protective conditions, the better will 
be the chances to win in the show 
room. 

A highly polished sample will lose 
its attractiveness much more rapidly 
than one which carries a finish to a 
less degree. But, always remember 
that an aged sample, even at its best, 
fe. Aaowe to second place when pit-; 
ted against a fresh one. 

Any sample of seed begins to ioe 
on a uniform “overcast” of grey and!

ADENOIDS 


Adenoids are growths which are 
sponge-like in consistency, and which] 
develop in the passage which joins 
the ‘nose and throat. They occur at 
all ages, from early infancy to adult 
life, ‘but they are most commonly | 
found in young children. : 

‘The presence of adennids is fre 

quently responsible for what appears 
to be a chronic head-cold, with a con-' 
‘siderable discharge from the ose. 
Whe child who has adenoids will 
ilikely be bothered ‘by a: cough and 
:gnuffles during the cold weather. 
". Because of the location of the aden- 
oids, they may obstruct the Bustach- 
ian tubes which connect the middle 
ear with the throat.. Adenoids are 
the most common cause of earache 
in young children. If the condition is 
not treated it frequently leads to: dis- 
ease ofthe ear and permanent ‘loss of: 
hearing. 

Breathing through the nose is the 
right and natural way to breathe, If 
the adenoids are large, the child will 
become 2 mouth-breather because 
their growth will block the nasal pas- 
sage and prevent breathing through 
the nose. Certain serious results fol- 
low. To begin with, the child ‘has the 
uncomfortable feeling associated with 
a, head-cold. 

Continued mouth-breathing, which 
means that the nose is not being 
used, results in a high-arched palate 
and the deformity of the chest 
known as “pigeon-breast,” and almost 
surely there is some disturbance of 
the proper, orderly arrangement of 
the teeth in the upper jaw. 

In advanced cases, the child has a 
characteristic appearance—the aden- 
oid face.
